The film, produced by the Department 
of Commerce, National Telecommunications and 
Information Agency, will be available for use 
in the office awareness program in early spring

c. The fact-gathering portion of the comprehensive 
security audit of the Intelligence Community Staff 
has been completed. The two auditors are now in 
the process of finalizing their recommendations. 
Once the recommendations have been concurred in 
within the Office of Security, a series of briefings 25x 
will be held with Intelligence Community Staff offi- 
cials regarding the results of the audit.
